reed or other materials you can make 
very attractive combinations by plac- 
ing the growing: ferns In hanging 
baskets or other forms of basketry.

TlJC Holly Fern 
The holly fern is one of the com- 
monest and hardiest of house ferns. 
It is excellent for fern dishes If small 
plants are chosen.

Two or. three young 
plants may be placed side by 'side 
in a fern dish or other shallow re- 
ceptacle.

Natural History which stated that 
reports indicated that "more than 
one-half and, perhaps, three-quarters 
of the entire species already have 
been sacrificed." 
Destruction of the birds Is at- 
tributed to hunters in Alaska who 
are killing them for a bounty paid 
by the territorial government. Never

<-leotlon of senators by popular Vote, the members of 
the house, were tjie 6nly direct representatives of the 
people in the whole government personnel. This fact is 
recalled at this time in view pf the attitude of many 
concerning the action of the senate on the league of 
nations and the peace treaty. 


The president is not the personal representative of 


the people. 
He is not elected by the people directry. 


He is once removed by the plan we have- of voting for 
electors. 
And--while it is true 'that the names of the 


electorate following that of the candidate for whom 
they are supposed to vote at some time in the future 
following- the election, yet they are only morally nnd 
ethically ple.dgecl to do so and there i» no legal reaspn 
why tlie'y should support one man as against the other. 
That Is, there is'np legal restraint against an elector 
whose name followed that of a democratic.candidate at 
the head of the ticket, from voting fpr the republican 
when the electoral college met. He probably would be 
politically disgraced forever, but that would be the ejc; 
tent of his punishment possible—the contempt of his 
fellow citizens. 


Tl\c cabinet is appointed, so are the jus'.ices of the 


supreme nnd othfi- federnl cotirts. and well t'.iat is no. 
.for th>!y nro necessarily rcmovod from the trades and 
Influences of political ambition. But when th^ vn'.co pf 
tho people is spoken it must be through its representa- 
tives In the congress of the nation. They are the im- 
mediate voice. 
And if they do not speak with that 


voice they may he readily changed. 
And in the ar^ 


.rangsment of the government, the burden cf carrying 
out the mandates of thonconipess, the work of seeing- 
.that the acts and laws made by the pecple's 'representa- 
tives, was placed on the president. He is not a general 
manager; he la an-agent. He Is not a dictator; he is a 
servant with a definite job. ''If he obstructs laws, if he 
refuses to carry Put the instructions o£ the congress he 
Is guilty ot n. breach 
o£ the constitutional limitations 


put upon him. 


Therefore, when Mr. Wilson says he will not do this 


or that after congress has told him tp dp it, he Is assum- 
ing authority npt granted him,''and arrogating to him- 
self rights which he has never been given. The men 
who made the cpnstltutipn were careful to see that the 
rights and perog-atives of the president ^vere carefully.

Wilson 
considers the responsibility for the 
present mix-up to rest squarely on 
the shoulders of the United States 
.senate, and that the latter should 
worry about how to extricate Itself 
from the dilemma In which the for- 
rlg-n. relations of 
the United States 
has been placed by the defeat of the 
peace treaty. 


•Won't Settle I*cace Question. 
This is a favorite*, point of view in 


administration, quarters—letting the 
other fellow "stew in liia own Juice 
;xa the phrase Is so often applied in 
politics. But the treaty is not before 
the senate. 
It has been returned to 


the White House. 
M>r. Wilson Is In 
no hurry to return it .to the senate 
preferring to see what congress Is 
jrolng- to do about a resolution cle- 
flsirlnpr peace.
